Teachers’ Salaries 

Agreeing with an article in the 
•Winnipeg Free Press in its contention 
thai teachers’ salaries are deplorable, 
the Lethbridge Herald comments how- 
eve with one realistic angle of the 
situation. This is the number of 
young women who enter the teaching 
profession each year with no intention 
"C remaining if a suitable opportunity 
to mapy.come- along. “In this” says 
tre Herald'“they are no whit differ¬ 
ent from those who enter the nursing 
■ rofession or become stenographers. 
The home is their ideal mission and 
they do not consider teaching, nursing 
or stenographv as their professions, 
but stepping stones. When we speak 
of teaching as a profession we doubt 
if it should be-considered that in case 
of the.younger members engaged in 
it. While they are trained for it, the 
fact remains that in their hearts they 
do not consider that they are settled 
for life in their chosen profession. 
And we doubt if double the salary 
the\ are now receiving would hold the 
girls to teaching when husband and 
home beckon. 

. “There can be no doubt that this 
tendency his a depressing effect on 
the salaries of old teachers, especially 
the unen who plan to make it a life 
v.-ork. 

“Perhaps the teachers" themselves 
night work out a solution, setting a 
probation period, longer for girls thati 
r or men, (luring which lower salaries 
for p obationers would rule, withl 
s'.vrply higher salaries Tor those who, 
i/lcr fini. hing the probationary period 
give evidence that they intend to re¬ 
main in the profession for the dura- 
t on. Buell a plan would weed oQt of 
consideration in professional status 
those who take up teaching merely a.s 
a stop-gaf) and so that they knight, in 
rase uf necessity, have a profession 
upon which to fall back later.”

It has been announced that Novem¬ 
ber 1 is the - deadline for sending 
Christmas mail to the forces overseas. 
Funds mailed by that date will be 
•^sjivered * in . Sicily, Italy, Ceylon, 
North Africa, the Aleutians or. wher¬ 
ever Canadians may bo. But.the like¬ 
lihood of greatly increased volume ot 
mail makes it necessary to set the 
deadline forward by several days com 
I ared with preyious years. 

Officials said the Canadian Postal 
had follow-M C a n a d ia n f o r ces 
into Sicily tjtrd wherever else they 
went. V. ithin two or three days of the 
Sicilian landings in July, mail was 
moving to and from men in the front 
line*. 

“At Christmas-time our , Postal 
Co:-ps myn will lie with the Canadians 
wherever they are Waled,” a spoke-- 
niaii said. ‘ 

“This means that Christmas mail 
will move right up to the front line 
and he made available _to men there 
without delay."

WAR NOTES 


Soviet Re-occupying Soil Loot in 

Summer of 1941.. Neapolitans - 
Greet Conquering Allies. Gains 
on New Guinea 

The amazing progress of the Rus¬ 
sians in driving back eastern troops of 
Germany has been continuing news of 
the past few weeks, and terrific bat¬ 
tles are now being fought along the 
whole of the Dnieper river front in 
Ttussia. Further good news of the 
Allies is the capture of Naples by 
British - American - Canadian action, 
and the onward march to Rome. In the 
Pacific area the Allies have captured 
a third important Jap base in New 
Guinea, and' the Japanese are being 
steadily pushed out of the S(4feionfc 
area. 

British and American troops, hav¬ 
ing captured Naples, are continuing 
their onward march toward Rome and 
may reach this objective in the course 
of the next week. General Montgom¬ 
ery’s Eighth Army, which includes the 
Canadian division, having left Naples 
behind them are fighting steadily 
north toward Rome, believed to be the 
next defence line of the Nazis. Ameri¬ 
can forces after sharing in the cap- 
turn. of Naples are also forging for¬ 
ward^ Naples population of'one million 
ctawled out from their cellars and 
gave the Allies a delirious welcome. 
The city once famed for its beauty is 
a solid area of ruin. The plains lying 
between Naples and Rome are likely 
to be the scene of heavy fighting. Al¬ 


lied air units are cutting off German 
retreat to the north, and have met 
heavy fighter resistance. Rome is 120 
miles north of Naples. 

Risings amongst Yugo Slavs have 
kept many German divisions engaged, 
apparently with' the thought that Al¬ 
lies may later land on the Adriatic 
coast. The guerilla warfare now so 
harassing in the Balkans may flame 
amongst other occupied countries. 
Hitler will theft hive enemies in front 
and behind and in all directions. 

Added to the direct and continuous 
action in Italy, are the air attacks 
from land bases of Africa or England. 
Munich suffered a double attack of 
R.A.F. and American bombing which 
dropped hundreds of tons. It is 
through this centre that Nazi re-en¬ 
forcements are rushed’ to Italy land 
railways suffered under combined at¬ 
tack. 

During September Germany took 30 
days of bombing. In these efforts the 
R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. lost 188 planes, 
but aerial photographs proved that 
great devastation had been wrought. 
The American Flying Fortresses have 
given the shipping port of Emden its 
most severe battering. 

In Russia • ! 

Germany still finds its greatest 
threat on the eastern front where the 
Russians have pushed them back over 
land first seized by the Germans in 
the summer of 1941. The fabulou».;ft>r- 
ward drive of the Soviet is bringing 
them ever closer to Nazi-held Poland. 
Important gateways to Poland are 
now threatened. Every point has 
bet n retaken which Hitler used in his
